Publication of Confidential 


Information About Amer- 
ican Navy Which Might 
Be of Value to an Enemy, 
Is Subject of Probe to Be 
Held.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 18—Publica- 


tion of confidential information in tha . 
controversy over the American navy 
has precipitated a naval inquiry to fix 
responsibility specifically for the ''re- 
cent appearance in a number of wa- 
pers of a 
communication between 


Captain Csterhaus at the. naval war 
college, Newport. R I., and Captain 
Berry in charge of recruiting at New 
York. 


Secretary "Wilbur has ordered a na- 


vnl court of inquiry convened at the 
New York navy yard • to investigat* 
in connection with the communication. 
of the unauthorized publication qf In- 
formation regarding 
naval matter* 


which might be of value to a possible 
enemy country. 
In announcing" the 


inquiry last night the secretary eaiC 
he had received statements from the 
two naval officers and knew "which 
one gave it out." referring to the com- 
munication involved, and further ex- 
plained that in its publication the 
name of the writer and the addressee 
and certain identifying- passages were 
deleted. 
It was emphasized bv the secretary . 


that the 
navy department liad 
no 


thought of restraining naval officers 
in a. free expression of their opinions 
so long as they kept within the boun- 
daries of their sworn duty not to dis- 
close information of value to an ene- 
my. The report of the board of the 
inqujry. to be presided over by Cap- 
tain O. P. Jackson, commanding trie 
training station at Newport. wllL^uide 
the secretary in determination wheth- 
er the facts developed warrant tlie 
ordering of-a court-martial for discip- 
linary action.

Incipient Fire in 


Anderson Plant 


A fire alarm from box 23 at 9:57 


last night called the entire fire de- 
partment to Union and High streets 
where the timely discovery of flames 
in the pressing-room on the north- 
ern end-of; the-third -floor- of the An- 
derson Overall manufactory and the 
prompt response and effective work] 
of the fire-fighting corps prevented j 
a big and costly fire, possible a con- 
flagration. 


The new truck and aerial ladder 


located in thy Patton street station 
was called irtto requisition and 
did 


important 
and valuable 
service in 


enabling the firemen to 
reach the 


scene of the flames in their incip- 
iency. or certainly before they had 
extended to any other portion of the 
big brick structure. 
The pressing- 


room, which extends from the High 
street side of the structure through 
the building at its highest point, was 
found to be aflame and smoke was 
pouring from the crevices 
of 
the 


windows when the fire 
within was 


discovered. 
A prompt 
alarm 
and 


qtiic kresponse by the apparatus from 
all the stations enabled the firenxe'h 
to ""reach* the fire at its source and 
before it had communicated to any 
other portion of the plant. The aer- 
ial ladder bearing a nozzle and line 
of hose was quickly hoisted to the 
third 
story 
window, 
the 
window 


onened and Into the stifling smoke 
which filled the large room the fire- 
men plunged, 
carrying 
flash-lights 


in order to see 
the 
smouldering 


cloth-fire 
through 
the volume 
of 


smoke, which were dense as well as 
stifling. 


It developed that a pile of overalls 


in the pressing room had ignited in 
some way, either from 
the 
steam 


presser or from 
an electiric 
iron, 


both of which are used in pressing 
garments in that 
portion 
of 
the 


building. 
A stream of water had to 


be carried into room and directed at 
the burning cloth-pile, and as soon 
as 'it was possible to do this partial- 
ly burned material was thrown out of 
the window into High street. 
Be- 


sides the damage done in the press- 
ingroom and to its? equipment some 
twenty dozen overalls were wholly or 
partially burned, and the leakage to 
the lower floor threatened to dam- 
age a larce quantity of finished mat- 
erial located on that floor just be- 
neath the incipient fire overhead. 


John B. Anderson, 
head of 
the 


company owning and operating: the 
plant, was quickly notified and came 
post-haste to the factory, as did his 
a^isoriates in the firm. 
He aided in 


every way possible in directing the 
protection of the lower floors from 
ignition or from water and smoke.' 
Meanwhile the firemen, who had so 
quickly gotten at the source before 
the fire had developed great head- 
way, by intisllijrent and effective work 
were able to drown out the fire and 
then satisfy themselves that ;i .vpark 
had not been communicated in any 
oth°r floor or to the roof,

Impressive statistics have been furnished to those attenclins the 


Traffic- Safety Conference at Washington, called recently by Swre- 
•ary Herbert'lloover. The anntuil toll of human life taken by motor 
propelled vehicles and the army of men. women and children injured 
annually through their operation is such a.s fully 
»<j warrant .con- 


certed action in coping1 with the danger. Mr- Hoover points out that 
hilly 73 per cent, of the population of the United States in some 
u-ay or another utilizes a motor vehicle every day and that the motor 
car has become a necessity just as clothing and shelter is a necessity. 
President Coolidjre very'properly points out that the correction of 
the motor evil and the ways and means of abating the toll of human 
injury lies primarily with the individual, the community and the 
state and that it is not one for the federal government to undertake. 
As we have understood it. Mr. Hoover called the conference simply 
o place a tthc disposition of agents of the federated states authentic 
information which the government has collected, offering at the same 
time a method of putting the traffic problem squarely before the 
country. It would be an invasion of state rights for the government 
to adopt legislation covering the government of traffic even though 
uniformity in traffic rules which would naturally eventuate from 
federal legislation is desirable. The fact of the matter is that cities 
were planned before the motor came to stay and those plans do not 
fit in with the modern scheme of traffic. The national problem is no 
less acute than it is in our own city where public officials are striving 
to meet a growing difficulty, and who should be patiently borne with

fruitless. 
Last night a Danville man who

Spalding's active baseball life he was 
the most successful orjjanlzer in the 
history of the »ame. 


In his day he was the best pitcher 


living In the United States and to this 
day the record of his achievements 
•when a member of the National As- 
sociation. from which the National 
Leajrue indirectly ^ sprung, is on* of 
the most wonderful in th» history of 
baseball. 


Spaldinjt pitched the ball in the 


old fashioned way. 
It was «traight 


out orthodox pitching, the ball being 
delivered exactly as a bowler lets the 
ball co when he sends it down a 
bowling alley. 
Although the young- 


ster of today may think it impossible 
to get speed when pitching in that 
manner the truth is quite the other 
way. 
Spalding had speed and .plenty 


of it. 


He did not pitch a curve. 
The 


curve was not knrwn then. He may 
occasionally have curved the ball but 
if he did he thought it was due to 
"English." 
Before the cvve was 


known there were pitchers who talk- 
ed about the "IJpelish" on the ball 
not realizing that it was the rudi- 
ment 
of another 
kind 
of pitching 


which they had not mastered. It re- 
mained for a ball player in later 
years than the time of Spalding to 
discover that the curve had possibili- 
ties and that, when mastered, they 
could be of great advantage to the 
pitcher1. 


When Spaldinp did not pitch he 


played, centerfleld. 
He could catch 


fly balls well- 
O.utfielders. however, 


In those days were less conspicuous 
for their fielding than for their bat- 
ting. 
When an outfielder made a 


wonderful fly catch it was received, 
with great enthusiasm but they did 
not have outfielders who could run 
ono hundred feet or more and pull 
the ball down with one hand because 
ball players had. not been trained to 
that sort of thing. The outfielder had 
to be a Kflfld hatter if he -was to suc- 
opei" 
Captains of baseball teams 


thought the outfielders' had so little 
to do that at least they should hit 
the ball well. Spaldln? could bat well 
in addition to his other abilities. 


He took baseball teams around the 


world and played a came iiv. the 
shadow of the pyramids in Egypt. He 
was the first man who made a de- 
ermined 
effort 
to standardize the 


jaseball and It" was largely through 
lis nersistence that the game was 
ransformed from a contest played 
with any old bunch of rubber and 
•arn to specified materials with cer- 
ain fixed dimensions and weight. 
Jaseball became another game under 
that treatment. 


He could have been president of 


the National League had he desired 
but he would have none of it. In the 
after years, of the League's history 
t -"->s this old time pl^'er who. by 
his diplomacy, continued the life of 
he National League by twice settling 
a war with its rivals in such a way 


that the organIzntlon remained In- 
tact and 
In control of 
professional 


baseball. 
'
